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SPECIFICATION FOR 

SPECULUM WITH SCREW ADJUSTMENT, EYE, RIGHT 

AND LEFT, ARRUGA'S PATTERN 



1. Scope — Covers dimensional and other requirements for Arruga's pattern, eye speculum with 
screw adjustment. 

2. Shape and Dimensions — Shall conform to Fig. 1.s 
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All dimensions in millimetres. 
FIG. 1 SPECULUM WITH SCREW ADJUSTMENT ARRUGA'S PATTERN 

2.1 A deviation of ±2'5 percent shall be allowed on all dimensions. 

3- Material — Suitable material or brass having 60 percent minimum copper. 

4- Workmanship and Finish — Speculum shall be finished smooth and shall be free from burrs, 
pits, cracks and other surface defects. The edges shall be even and rounded off. The speculum 
shall be matt finished. The movement of the arms of the speculum shall be smooth. The speculum 
shall be plated chromium over nickel conforming to service Grade No. 2 of IS: 4827-1968 
* Specification for electroplated coatings of nickel and chromium on copper and copper alloys '. 

5. Performance Test — The load required to close the speculum shall be 0*6 ± 0'05 N (60 ± 5 gf ). 

6. Marking — Each speculum shall be marked with the manufacturer's name, initials or recognized 
trade-mark and the country of manufacture. 

6,1 ISI Certification Marking — Details available with the Indian Standards Institution, 

7. Packing — As agreed to between the purchaser and the supplier.
